spondingly increased, But the possi- 
bility of such gains to balance losses 
consequent upon tax reductions is in 
fact quite illusory, says the Joint 
Committee. 

When tax rates are advanced under 
normal competitive conditions, it is 
rarely if ever commercially possible 
for retailers to dispose of existing 
stocks at higher prices; and the 
Government has already indicated 
that in times of scarcity it might be 
necessary to prohibit such price 
advances, as of course was done 
when purchase tax was first imposed 

Moreover, it is quite unrealistic to 
contemplate widespread advances in 
purchase tax rates during the 
coming years; we are far more 
likely to experience reductions in 
these rates, with consequent losses 
to retailers holding stocks. 

It is true that the Government has 
accepted the Hutton Committee’s 
recommendation that any particular 
change made in tax rates for impor- 
tant classes of goods should be of 
no more than small magnitude.

VERY retail furnisher wants 
to sell more home furnish- 
ings. He wants not only 

to capture trade from his com- 
petitors but also to counteract the 
publicity of other industries which 
are competing for the public 
purse, particularly radio, TV, 
washing machines and cars. 

That may seem a glimpse of 
the obvious. But there is one 
way in which we believe sales of 
home furnishings can be im- 
proved which is_ being largely 
neglected by retail managements. 

We refer to the National Fur- 
nishing Diploma, and __ the 
theoretical tuition and practical 
instruction that are given to fur- 
nishers’ sales staffs who enrol. 
*x* It has been estimated that 
there are some 30,000 salesmen— 
and even buyers—who could 


benefit from taking this course in 
the art of selling more furnishings. 
But fewer than 500 have yet taken 


it. 

Perhaps there are two reasons 

for this poor result. One is 
apathy, the other timidity. 
%% The apathy rises from a 
lack of understanding of the im- 
portance of this tuition. Let it 
be stressed that this is not an 
academic course; it is one which 
has been proved to increase a 
salesman’s knowledge of the 
goods he handles to such an 
extent that he is able vastly to 
increase his sales—and the ulti- 
mate profit of his proprietor. 

The timidity is possibly caused 
by a mistaken belief that it is 
very difficult to serve as an 
instructor in furnishing salesman- 
ship—and it is not only an 
increase in the number of instruc- 
tional classes but a larger body 
of instructors that is needed if 
this National Diploma course is 
going to spread throughout the 
country, to the ultimate benefit 
of the whole industry. 
sxx At the moment there are 
nine centres of instruction 


throughout Britain. N.A.R-F. 
has succeeded only in scratching 
the surface. And it is most 
urgent that other courses should 
be initiated in our big towns. 

How can this be done? 

It is necessary only for fur- 
nishers to approach the local 
education authorities; to produce 
a minimum of ten to fifteen poten- 
tial students from their stores; 
and to persuade experienced men 
to serve as instructors in subjects 
not covered by the school curricu- 
lum. 

The fullest help will be given 
by N.A.R.F. headquarters to any 
furnishers who wish to start a 
centre in their areas. 

And the benefits those furni- 
shers would receive? 
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*x* They would build up sales 
staffs with such fine grounding in 
home furnishings, in construction 
and materials, in design, colour 
and interior decoration, that their 
own businesses would soon reflect 
the benefits in added sales. They 
would ensure a continuous flow 
of sound salesmen into the stores, 
for this National Diploma adds 
to the whole status of home fur- 
nishing—and definitely narrows 
the gap between a trade and a 
profession, since a_ trained 
interior furnisher cannot be far 
removed from a qualified exterior 
architect. 


And the student salesman him- 
self would find that his chances of 
higher commission and promotion 
were vastly increased—a fact that 
can be proved by recent case 
histories.

Mr. Tomkins Rides Again! 
The Editor, 
“ Furnishing World.” 

Sir,—With regard to the letter in 
your last week’s issue from Mrs, G. 
Carrington Wood, | think you may 
be interested to publish my reply: 

“Tam afraid that if your Associa- 
tion was concerned about price 
inflation and the maintenance of 
quality standards, your criticism will 
need to be directed against the present 
Government which, in spite of the 
technical advice which had been given, 
forced the Furniture Taxation “D” 
Scheme through the House of Com- 
mons, merely because, in the first 
place, it increased the Revenue 
possibility from £34 million to £8 
million per annum, and secondly, they 
found it within their duty to look 
after the interests of retailers by 
cancelling the Control of Retailers’ 
Margins. 

“The immediate reaction of the 
retailers, following the cancellation of 
Control Orders, was to advise that the 
percentage uplift should be increased 
from 334 to 40, and I would like you 
to note that they were not satisfied 
with the increase in percentage on the 
factory price, but they have made it 
quite clear in their recommendation 
that the increased percentage should 
be applied to the Tax as well.”

Build Bigger Bedding Business 


* Your Bedding 
Ready- Aired” 
Is Sales Angle 


A NEW bedding sales angle is 
being exploited by Baileys (Bris- 
tol), Ltd. of Gloucester Road, 
Bristol. 


Press advertisements carry the in- 
formation that all bedding is displayed 
in specially heated rooms and that 
the stock is aired, ready for imme- 
diate use upon purchase. 

A Furnishing World reporter, who 
visited the stores, found the show- 
rooms comfortably warm, heated by 
gas radiators, plus a glazed roof 
which enables the heat of the sun to 
be utilised as well. The risk of 
fading the stock by sunlight is 
avoided by the use of _ suitable 
drapings. 

Special portable metal show-stands 
are used for storing, and offering for 
inspection, all = spring interiors. 
Mounted on rollers, each of these 
stands carries two mattresses, one 
each side, in vertical positions. Placed 
at right-angles to the wall, any two 
mattresses can be easily pulled out 
to give customers every facility for 
inspection, 

This method of storage also pre- 
vents possible deterioration of the 
mattresses as might occur when they 
are piled on tov of each other, since 
the interior springs are never in com- 
pression. 


Avoiding Rigid Lines In Display 


HOUGHT given to the display of 

bedding at the new centre opened 
by Blundell Brothers (Luton), Ltd. 
(story of opening, last week's issue) 
has resulted in the introduction of 
many effective touches which over- 
come the difficulties of showing mat- 
tresses and pillows in an interesting 
fashion. (See picture above.) 

The way in which this is done is 
by the use of angles: the ceiling goes 
up to a point in the centre; and 
divans, grouped in wall alcoves, are 
arranged slantwise to break up their 
this effect is helped by spotlights. 


Other divans shown. in the centre 
of the room are slightly tilted, again 
to get away from the rigid lines that 
occur so often in bedding displays. 

A particularly interesting treatment 
is the use of a long painted frame on 
one wall with pillows, arranged in 
pairs, fixed to it. These are displayed 
at various angles, which gives them 
a light and feathery appearance, and 
this effect is helped by spotlights. 

Similar spotlights are also used 
inside the wall alcoves, which are 
separated from one another by slant- 
ing open wood uprights. 


The Value of “Shock” In Window Display 


HE Harvey Nichols store in 
Knightsbridge, London, can 
usually be relied upon to produce 
eye-catching window displays. One 
of their most impressive efforts was 
staged recently by the household 
linens department. 

The display shocked hundreds of 
passers-by into stopping outside the 
windows. At certain times of the day 
it was difficult to get along outside the 
store, so great was the crowd. 

The reason for all this excitement? 
Simply a bed! But it was a bed with 
a difference. In place of the usual 
clothes it was made up with black 
sheets and_ pillow - cases—specially 
dyed in a fast shade. 

Over them was a golden candle- 


wick bedspread and on top of that a 
tartan guilt in black, gold and red. 
The tartan material was used, too, to 
cover the headboard of the divan. It 
was an altogether arresting window. 

The scheme was executed by Mr. 
R. C. Charter, deputy-buyer for 
household linens and blankets, a man 
who believes wholeheartedly in the 
value of unusual displays. 

“We sold a tidy number of sets of 
the black sheets and pillow-cases 
during the week of the display and 
people have been coming in ever 
since asking about them. Even more 
important than sales was the interest 
aroused among local shoppers and 
the number of people who came into 
the department as a result.”

Foremanship Courses 


The College has also expanded its 
activities in other directions and the 
present session offers a wider selec- 
tions of lecture courses particularly 
to adult part-time students attend- 
ing evening classes. Amongst these 
are courses on _ foremanship, 
managership and the history of 
furniture all of which are attracting 
much interest 


These developments draw atten- 


tion to the increasing importance of 
the work of the College whose 
function, in providing new blood for 
the industry, is becoming more and 
more generally valued.

describes the growing scope and 
importance of the work done by 
the Technical College for the 
Furnishing Trades in supplying 
young craftsmen for industry. 
Particularly noteworthy is the 
inclusion in the curriculum (for 
the first time) of classes for 
woodworking machinists. 











find the following notes on the work 
of the College of interest 

The aim of the College is to pro 
vide a supply of craftsmen who are 
able to combine the best. of 
traditional skill with ability to 
exploit modern _ mechanical 
resources. They must possess, in 
addition, a sound understanding of 
the economic framework within 
which manufacture is carried on 
under modern conditions of produc 
tion and competitive markets. It is, 
however, considered most important 
not to inhibit the creative abilities 
f the students and curb enthusiasm 
at too early a stage of training by 
over insistence upon economic fac- 
tors. The College affords a unique 
opportunity for the aspiring young 
craftsman to spread his wings and 
see what he can (and cannot) do 
Experiment in design is encouraged 


within the dictates of reason (work 
is always under the watchful eye of 
the tutors) since it is considered 
that to encourage a properly applied 
creativeness founded upon a real 
knowledge of tools and materials is 
one of the best ways of safeguarding 
the health of the industry and pre- 
venting sterility of ideas. 

The student is encouraged to 
make use of a wide variety of tech- 
niques and mediums and to try a 
range of decorative methods so that 
he may gain, by this freedom to 
explore, confidence and _ versatility, 
and the valuable ability to select 
justly the technique best suited for 
the particular job of work in hand. 

e is taught also to master him- 
self all the different stages of design 
and manufacture. Each of the 
articles of finished furniture pro- 
duced at the college such as those 
illustrated, is the work of one 
student alone, from the first rough 
idea for the design, perhaps 
sketched out roughly in chalk, to 
the final finishing process. 


Limitations of Design 


Much importance is, of course, 
attached to teaching the students 
how ideas are to be translated into 
terms of working drawings, and the 
making of scale models is 
encouraged to enable the possibili- 
and practical advantages and 
limitations of design to be accurately 
judged. Students are taught to break 
down their design work into com- 
ponent parts for purposes of costing, 
which is carefully done for each 
article produced, and to prepare the 
cutting lists 

In cutting and feurming the com- 
ponents and assembling the frame 
the student thoroughly familiarises 
himself with the possibilities of all 
the traditional hand tools and also 
with the latest complex mechanical 
versions of these tools

Tutors will, of course, give him the 
benefits of their knowledge and 
experience through all these stages 
and unobtrusively direct his efforts 


where they will show the most profit. 


The capacity of students does, of 
course, vary greatly and so coaching 
methods are adapted as far as 
possible to suit the individual. Some 
students have plenty of ideas but 
produce designs which are impracti 
cab and eccentric, while others may 
lack originality and have to be 
stimulated by suggestions and ideas. 
Taste, of course, also varies widely 
and some students prefer austere 
designs while some show a predi 
lection for ornamentation. Often 
the method used to test and exercise 
the inventive gifts and adaptability 
of the student is to suggest to him 
the execution of a piece of work 
using a certain technique which 
imposes practical limitations on 
design. Thus the student learns how 
limitations of technique can be 
exploited with effect and are not 
merely a restriction on scope and 
expressiveness but may prove the 
reverse. He may, for example, be 
asked to construct a chair

which time they are given every oppor 
tunity to acquire a thorough basi 
knowledge of the theory of the design 
and manufacture of furniture and to 
gain proficiency in the cabinetmaking, 
chair-making and uphoJstering crafts 
by practical work. Negotiations are 
at present under way to arrange for 
students to spend a period of three 
or four months in industry before the 
finish of the course. They should be 
able to combine the “heriditary” 
skill of the craftsmen with a scientific 
appreciation of the “engineering” 
problems involved in the construction 
of furniture 


\ small proportion of students defer 
National Service and stay on for a 
third year to complete a more 
specialised course. Some, also, return 
after their service for a_ further 
period, 

As already indicated these full-time 
students also have time for classes in 
designing and in drawing and all the 
requirements of technical draughts- 
manship. 

To encourage an informed and en- 
lightened attitude towards design and 
knowledge of the value of historical 
continuity lectures are given on classic 
designs of furniture in all periods.

present-day manufacture. Such a 
subject is the study of adhesives, and 
special attention is given to the 
synthetic ranges and their use with 
electrical and other heating systems 
for speeding production 

Upholstery is also dealt with in 
detail and so are finishing processes 
of all kinds. 


Day-Release Students 


The second group of students are 
those who work for the part-time 
degree course and are released for a 
period each week, during working 
hours, by their employers. These 
number at present about 300, all 
of whom are engaged in industry. 
Ages range from 16 to 21. The 
Course covers cabinetmaking, chair- 
making, hand and spray polishing, 
upholstering and machining 

The third group consists of adults 
attending evening classes only. Addi- 
tional classes for this group include 
such subjects as “ Design Research” 
for designers in industry who are 
interested in experimenting with 
materials other than wood. There are 
also lectures on the history of furni- 
ture which have proved an excep- 
tional attraction. 

Pupils for these classes are drawn 
from all sections of the industry and 
include operatives, designers, foremen 
and sub-managers. 

Administrators and executives are 
well catered for, and the course 
includes lectures on foremanship and 
on the principles of management and

Effect of Hardwood Ban 


HE chief 
market 








factor in the hardwood 
remains the ban on the 
import of hardwoods from the non- 
sterling areas. Ever since the ban 
was reimposed the representatives of 
the trade have been in negotiation 
with the authorities on this matter 
but at the time of writing there was 
no further development.

Since the last report appeared, the 
trade has received the currency allo- 
cations for the purchase of Japanese 
hardwoods. There is, however, con- 
siderable disappointment in the trade 
at the smallness of the amount allo- 
cated. Although it was expected that 
allocations would be on a restricted 
scale, the limitation is certainly more 
drastic than was expected. From the 
consumers’ angle—particularly that of 
the furniture trade—the question 
which is of most concern is that the 
stock position of Japanese hardwoods 
will be little, if anything, improved. 
Importers will have no difficulty in 
disposing of these hardwoods to the 
limit of their individual allocations 
thus leaving no opportunity for 
restocking. 

* * 

Regarding hardwood prices in 
general, these continue to show a ten- 
dency to rise, largely through the 
introduction of the recent ban on non- 
sterling imports. There have been 
some substantial arrivals of round 
hardwood logs which have moved 
rapidly into consumption. With the 
good progress made in the building 
trade there has, too, been an increased 
demand for many of the light hard- 
woods

There continues to be a substantial 
demand for West African hardwoods. 
It seems unlikely, however, that 
Nigeria and the Gold Coast can cope 
with this increased demand until 
shippers in that area have had time 
to readjust their production schedules. 
Producers are still suffering from the 
sudden cessation of business from the 
United Kingdom some 18 months ago

The Imported Prices (Revocation) 
Order has made little, if any, dif- 
ference to the level of trading. Ply- 
wood import licences continue in very 
short supply. The prices asked by 
shippers for Japanese plywood con- 
tinue to rise and this is attributed 
largely because of the substantial 
demand from the United States at 
favourable prices

Veneers Damaged In 
Edge Splicer

some trouble in 
edge-splicing fairly delicate facing 
veneers. These are constantly being 
slightly damaged by the splicer and tn 
some instances have been ruptured 
and have had to be scrapped. The 
trouble seems to be due to an accumu- 
lation of hardened glue on the pres- 
sure bar. From time to time the 
resin has had to be chipped off with 
a chisel, but the trouble recurs again 
fairly soon. Can you recommend, 
please, any means of obwating or 
reducing this trouble which is more 
convenient and speedy? 

HIS trouble is always worse with 

synthetic glues, since they 
become so hard with heat. If the 
build-up occurring is fairly slight a 
fairly common and recommended prac- 
tice is to pass a veneer of hardwood 
with a sharp edge sideways through 
the splicer. This will very often 
remove the accumulation and has the 
advantage that it does not necessitate 
stopping the machine. The veneer 
used should not be less than ys in. 
thick. 

If this method is unsuccessful there 
is no alternative to stopping the 
machine, raising the pressure-head and 
removing the bar for cleaning. Build- 
up nearly always occurs where there 
is unevenness of the surface of the 
pressure bar or at the point where 
pressure is first applied. It is there- 
fore most important to guard against 
damaging the bar when handling it on 
removal. As the bar will, of course, 
be hot, this is a point which wants 
watching. 

The use of hard scrapers or chisels 
is, for the same reason, not recom- 
mended as these can easily score the 
metal which should be mirror-smooth 
An effective and safe substitute is a 
stick of hard solder which can be 
cut and hammered into the form of a 
chisel blade. This will be found to 
do the work quite efficiently.

Subsequently different items 
make up a complete unit, and 
been noticed that there is a 
slight variation in the colour from 
part to part when put toge ther. To 
date this has not been sertous enough 
to cause complaints but we wish to 
turn out a very good job and would 
like to rectify this small but puzzling 
defect. Have you any suggestions as 
to the cause of the variations in shade 
and any ideas on how it may be pre- 
vented 7 

ECAUSE pastel shades in finish- 

ing materials consist of several 
pigments it is essential that complete 
and thorough incorporation of all the 
ingredients of the paint be ensured at 
all times during spraying and when 
mixing for spraying. It would appear 
that what is happening in your case 
is that the colour at the start and at 
the end of a batch is different because 
the paint in the pressure containers is 
not constantly agitated. If the agita- 
tion is done by hand paddles operated 
by the sprayers it may be that during 
busy periods the agitation gets for- 
gotten. Thus the paint tends to have 
the heavier constituents at the bottom 
and so causing a variation in pigment 
distribution. The remedy is obvious, 
but if it is not possible to ensure that 
the agitation is in fact carried out it 
would be as well to fit air-operated 
motor paddle agitators. The best 
type are those which reciprocate as this 
action helps to break up the solids in 
the paint if they settle. Finally, the 
following should be carried out: 
Devise a system to ensure that at all 
times the paints are completely 
stirred from the time that the drum 
is opened until the last drop has gone.
